1.—THE TWO MASTER STAVES 

are embellished by large fan-shaped pierced and engraved banners, the chief 
motif of which is the “ Kylin”’ (the symbol of benignity) thrice repeated and again 
represented by a wrought mask rivetted to the upper curve of the fan. To the 
centre is a folded scroll (symbol of longevity) with characters pertaining to the 
change of a carp into a dragon, symbolical of a promotion, and around the extremity

2.—TWO PAIRS OF CONCH SHELLS AND LOTUS FLOWERS, 
one pair on tall and the other upon shorter staves and being No. 2 of the illustration, 
on each side of the right hand Master Stave.

Two coins 
represent the God of riches. 


4.—TWO PAIRS OF STATE UMBRELLAS AND FLUTES 
with long and short staves No. 4 of the illustration one pair only shown. The State 
Umbrella, Chinese san is a token of pure administration whilst the Flute, Chinese 
hwang ti is symbolical of conjugal harmony. 


5.—A PAIR OF ENDLESS KNOTS.AND GOURDS. 
No. 5 of the illustration. The endless Knot or Intestines, Chinese chang, is one of the 
eight Buddhist symbols emblematic of longevity. The Gourd, Chinese ku-lu, another 


symbol of longevity, having more particulary the charm of repelling bad companions 
or influences 


6.—A PAIR OF CENSERS AND PAEONIES 
No. 6 in the illustration. The Censers or Incense Burners are used in the Buddhist 
Temples, but do not appear to have any mythological significance. The Paeony 
Chinese kwa-wang, (king of flowers) is symbolical of good fortune 


7.—A PAIR OF FISH AND A TAOIST MUSICAL INSTRUMENT. 
The centre staves of the terminal stands No. 7 of the illustration. Fish are credited 
with the charm of repelling evil spirits. A pair of Fish, Chinese yw appearing in the 
eight Buddhist Symbols, are emblematic of conjugal happiness. The Musical Instru- 
ment appears attached to the belly of the fish and is composed of a bamboo tube with 
two rods, Chinese yu-ku, the emblem of Chang Ko-Laou, one of the eight Immortals of 
Buddhist mythology 


$m PAIK OF .VASES AND FANS. 


No. 8 of the illustration. The fan, Chinese shan, associated with the Chinese from 
time immemorial and the particular embiem of Ching-Le. The Vase or Jar and cover, 
Chinese Kwan, is one of the eight Buddhist symbols, They are used as cinerary Urns in 
the Chinese Temples. 


9.—A PAIR OF CANOPIES AND SWORDS, 
No. 9 of the illustration. The Canopy Chinese kae, is emblematic of officialdom. The 
Sword, Chinese keen, is naturally emblematic of war and is the emblem of Leu Tung- 
pin, a Buddhist Immortal 

The whole of the symbols are held in the mouth of a wrought Bronze Kylin which, 
in its turn, is attached to the stave by an hexagonal socket and in the case of the master 
staves this socket is embellished by a pair of dragon ornaments and is engraved in simi- 
lar subjects, exotic pheasants and a paeony flower encircling the before mentioned 
inscription.
